According  lo  Hailstone,  wriling  in  CoincralVs  Standard  Catalogue, 
the  Proof  Gothic  Crowns  with  a  plain  edge  were  struck  by  the  Mint 
at  a  later  dale  as  presenlalion  pieces.  From  ils  date  of  issue  the 
Gothic  Crown  was  widely  admired  as  a  technical  and  artistic  tour 
deforce  on  the  part  of  Wyon  and,  though  Hailstone  does  not  quote 
a  source  for  his  statement,  a  coin  of  this  kind  would  certainly 
represent  an  ideal  and  very  appropriate  gift  for  important  visitors  to 
the  Mint  during  the  second  half  of  the  century  -  and  that  they  were 
used  in  this  manner  may  well  have  been  the  case.  Nonetheless,  at 
least  a  few  were  struck  in  1847.  This  can  be  established  beyond 
doubt  from  letters  written  by  the  19th  century  numismatist.
